taken, 
Men and Women Fight, 

Panic-stricken passengers aroused 
from sound sleep rushed_wiidly on deck, 
and mobbed the phoats and rafts, men 
and women fighting each other. forgét- 
ful of all but the primal instinct of self- 
preservation. Some of the male passen- 
gers recovered from their first rright 
and assisted in the work of caring for 
the women and children first. Many 
were suffecated below in their quarters 
by the steam or drowned beneath the 
deck. 

Within ten minutes the boats were 
away from the ship's side, just as she 
settled low in the water, with the waves 
dashing over her. The hitter cold and 
high seas completed. the work of de- 
struction, and the little band of people 
who got away from the Larchmont was 
decimated in groups and in the helpless 
drift in the bitter cold it became the 
old story of the ‘‘survival of the fittest.” 

Among those lost is said to have been 
a little squad of Salvation Army work- 
ers from Worcester. This band of §al- 
Vationists, which is said to have num- 
bered 10 persons, furnished, according to 
reports, one of the thrilling incidents of 
the disaster. When it was evident that 
the boat must sink and that the fren- 
zied passengers were endeavoring to get 
into the boats, the Salvationists are said 
to have fallen on their knees, where 
they joined in prayers, invoking the Al- 
mighty to save and protect the ship- 
wrecked people. Only one of this little 
band, a woman, is. said to be among the 
survivors. 

Mrs. Feldman of Providence, one of 
the survivors, in describing the. awful 
scenes: following the collision, is quoted 
us follows: 

“My God, IT shall never forget that 
moment. We all seemed so helpless, so 
utterly beyond human aid. In the ag- 
onized cries of frightened women and 
the shouts of men, I suddenly felt my 
husband seize my arm and force me to 
where they had started to lower the 
captain’s long boat. Men were climb- 
ing in, but my husband and some man 
I don’t know lifted me in. 

“All my life I can never forget those 
cries of anguish and terror that arose 
from those who sank with the ship, that 
disappeared like magic under those 
whitecapped wavese. As the steamer 
sank I could hear some_ sweet-voiced 
woman singing a gospel hymn—it was 
|‘Onward, Christian Soldiers.’ 

“Just as soon as we got away from 
the lost ship the waves began to break 
over us and we were drenched to the 
skin. The salt water had frozen us, and 
Il began to pray, and God was merciful 
to me. My husband and another man 
would slap me and kept rubbing my 
arms and body. I-think it saved their 
livese as well as my own, for it kept 
our blood in circulatton. After untold 
sufferings we finally got ashore at day- 
break and then they carried me ashore 
later.”’ 











Exndede Life in Boat, 

Oliver Janvier, 21 years of age, of 
Providence, came ashore with nine dead 
men in a small boat. «cae Was more 
dead than alive when he landed, waist 
deep in the surf,. néar Sandy -Point 
light. He was aided by the life guards- 
men, who applied oils and other reme- 
dies to relieve his suffering. His feet, 
hands and ears were badly frozen. Jan- 
vier showed remarkable recuperative 
powers, and-last evening he was able 
to describe his experience. He got into 
a boat with nine men. 

“After we started away from the sink- 
ing boat,’’ he said, “a woman floated 
by, erying, ‘For God's sake save me.’ 

“T asked the women that I had saved 
to help her. They were the nearest to 
her. They refused to do so, and I eon- 
tinued to row on. Pretty soon one of 
the men fell over with a groan and 
died of cold. The others followed him, 
and then I was left in the boat with 
another live man and eight dead men. 

“The other chap looked at me pecu- 
liarly and said; ‘My God! This 1s terri- 
ble. I.cannot live and might as well 
end it now. I am going to cut my 
throat.’ 

“Before I could prevent him he pulled 
out a razor and gashed his throat. He 
fell on his face in the bottom of the 
boat and died with an insane laugh on 
his lips. 

“Soon after, I saw the lighthouse and 
sailed by it. The sea was running too 
high for me to land there. I kept bath- 
ing my feet and hands in the ice-cold 
water to prevent. them freezing. Soon 
the wind changed and I was blown onto 
land. I jumped out and waded ashore.’ 

The surfmen who cared for Janvier 
and who found his companions in the 
boat, said that the bodies were all in- 
crusted with spray and resembeled 
sakes of ice more than human bodies. 

The disaster was one of the most ter- 
rible that has occurred on the New 
England coast since the steamer Port- 
land went down with all on board in 
1498 and it resembled in some respects 
the sinking of the French steamer La 
Burgoyne, through a collision with the 
Britsh ship Cromartyrshire on |. the 
Grand Banks in 1898.

In its answer the company pleads lack

Water and Typhoid Fever. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

A study of the records of typhoid fe- 
ver in St. Louis in the archives of our 
Health Department reveals the fact that 
since the inStallment of the Wixford 
system at the Chain of Rocks basin, 
early in 1904, the number of cases of ty- 
phoid and the number of death there- 
from have diminished to less than one- 
half, more nearly one-third, of what 
they were in the year preceding 1904. 
The following table, from the Health 
Department records, shows this plainly:

To be thus responsible for the saving 
ef many lives by such a wholesome 
sanitary measure as purifying the city’s 
water supply is, indeed, worthy of eulo- 
gy. The worst epidemic of typhoid St. 
Louis ever had was in 1892, when 3620 
cases were réported, and the death lUst 
bxceeded half a thousand. One out of 
every one-thousand of the city’s tn- 
habitants died of typhoid. This epidemic 
wis clearly traceable to the foul sur- 
face water of Harlem Creek. Under the 
Wixford precipitation treatment practi- 
cally all of this organic ‘matter with 
enmeshed bacteria would have been re- 
moved.

A Pot of Broth. 

To the Editor of the Post- Mispatch 

With the complaints of. low 
and frequent complaints of high prices 
for wholesome foods, I -wish to add a 
suggestion of how to, in a measure, 
overcome the evils which this suggests. 
The common euts of meat are very 
cheap in all the regular butcher shops, 
while properly made use of they may 
be made just as palatable and equally 
Putritious and fullv as who'esome #a 
the finest cuts. For example: I pur- 
chased 5 cents’ worth of soup or stew 
meat, carefully separated the meat 
from the bones, the tallow I tried out 
after putting it through a meat grinder, 
and, pouring off the tallow to be used 
for frying potatoes, put the bones and 
scraps with the meat, also ground, into 
a soup or broth kettle with three quarts 
of water and let it simmer for an hour. 
i then added a little of each of every 
kind of vegetable in the. house—onions, 
carrots, turnips, salsify, potato, also a 
little corn pone, a piece of toasted 
bread, a handful of beans, all ground 
but the beans, and boil slowly fer an 
hour. The beans should have been 
soaked for a couple of hours. When 
wanted for supper I added an outside 
stalk of celery and part of a can of to- 
matoes and boiled for half an hour. A! 
the table every one asked for a second 
help of the broth, preferring it to round 
steak and chops.
